There was some delay after 
the jury had entered the box waiting for all 
the attorneys in the case to come in. 

Judge Andersom turned to the jury and 
said: ‘*Gentlemen, have you agreed upon a 
verdict?’’ 

Mr. J. R. Neal, foreman, responded: ‘'We 
have.“ and, arising from his seat, replied in 
a loud tone to the further interrogatory of 
the Judge: ‘‘Not guillty.’’

BRUNETTES IN DANGER. 


Dr. Parker Finds the incandescent Light 
Injures Their F yes. 


If the experiments now being made by Dr. 
James Pleasant Parker, the well-known 8ti 
Lois oculist, show the results he fears, a 
serious objection tothe use of incandescent 
lights has been discovered. Dr. Parker has 
discovered that the retimaof the eyes of 
brunettes and colored persons are seriously 
affected wy the use of the incandescent 
light; that acute retinitis is occasioned, ana 


he is inclined to the belief that the retinitis 
is incurable and will eventualiy produce 
blindness. 

Dr. Parker states that so fer te has found 
no cases where blondes have been affected 
Dy the lieht. That it is enly in the retinas of 
dark-complexiored people and negroes that 
he has had cases brought under his obseva- 
tion. The darker the person the more pig- 
ment there isin the eye, and the more pig- 
ment the more acute the disease. Dr. Parker 
says he has not yet fully determined 
whether the retenitis thus prodeced is cur- 
able or not, nor whether it is dae to the 
strength of the light or the electricity. Whiie 
he is very in making any statement 
in this latter respect, it is into see that 
ke thinks it is due to the electrical character 
of the light. He says he has experimented 
with the light whes covered by an opaque 
shade and the same result has been at- 
tained. He says also that the retenitis is 
vastly different from that produced by the 
sun’s rays. Every time there isan eclipse 
of the sum he says he always has namerous 
tients the next day suffering from retin- 
tis, due te looking at the sun with imper- 
oa giass. But this shortly dis- 
So different is that produced by 
ht that he refers to the 

latter as electric retinitis. 

Of the sixteem Cases which the doctor has 
treated, be says he doubts if any of them 
will ever be permanentiy cared. Most of the 
cases are Of persons who have came in from 
the country and have gone suddenly to work 
with the incandescent light. In neariy ever 
case, too, Dr. Parker says he has discovered 
that they worked with the light either ai. 
rectiy in front of them or above and ia front. 
Under no cireumstances, he says, should the 
light be so placed.

DEFESD THE CITY'S RIGHTS. 

With all allowances for exceptions made 
by City Counselor Marshall in his official 
opinion the sum due thw city from the 
electric light and power companies reaches 
a total, according to the estimate of Comp- 
troller Sturgeon, of not Jess than 5107, 000. 
Not a step had been taken to collect this 
handsome revenue until the Post-Dis- 


‘| PATOH exposed the negligence of officials 


and pointed out their duty to enforce the 
obligations of the companies to pay 5 per 
cent of their gross earnings under the 
ordinance. The only chance of the city 
losing any part of ite rightful revenue 
from this source lies in the apathy of the 
authorities and their inexplicable dispos- 
ition to interpret the law in the interest of 
the corporations rather than that of the 
city. 

The opinion of City Counselor Marshall 
to the effect that the receipts of the Edison 
Diuminating Co., earned under contracts 
2,176 and 2,178 assigned to it in thie consoli- 
dation with the Municipal company, are 
exempt, gives opportunity for juggling 
and evasion to cheat the city out of its 
just dues. The company  accept- 
the ordinance and filed the 
penal bond required for its 
faithful observance. Its officials claimed 
the full benefit of the ordinance and there 
can be but little doubt that it will claim 
exemption from the contracts when the 
time comes for the city to reap its part of 
the advantage they confer. 

The sum is too large to be lightly passed. 
The principle is too important and the 
ground of exemption not sufficiently clear 
to permit of letting the company off with- 
outa test in court of the city’s right. Ex- 
cellent lawyers, one of whom is the attorney 
of two electric lighting companies, declare 
that the Edison Illuminating Co. Is liable 
for 6 per cent of ite full earnings. 

The Mayor and Comptroller should insist 
upon payment of the full amount of the 
tax and if the claim is resisted bring it into 
the courts. Special counsel should be em- 
ployed to defend the city’s case.

CARLISLE AND THE OCOACHMAN. 


The Secretary Seoted by Whe World for 
Hie Part in Petty Politics. . 


New Tonk. Oct. 17.—The following editorial 
appears in Tas Womo this morning:

„The original contract labor law of 1888 
was passed to preveat the wholesale impor- 
tation of coatract labor, and it is a matter of 
doubt whether anyone who Voted for it in- 
tended it to appiy to such a case as this, It 
provided that it shalt be unlawfal for any 
person, company, partsership or corpora- 
tion, in any manner whatsoever, to prepay 
the transportation or im any way assist or 
encourage the Importation oF migration of 
any allen or aliens, of of any foreigner or 
foreigners, tuto the United States, tts terri. 
teries or the Distriet of Oolambia under eon- 
tract or agreement, general or special, made 
previous to their importation of migration 
of such aliens,’ 

»The violation of the law is made a mis 
demeanor, punishable with fine not exceed. 
ing $1,000, to which tis to Be assumed ur. 
Morton is liable. Heasserts, however, and 
it is true, that under the un section of the 
original act it is declared that the provisions 
of the act*Shall not apply to professional act- 
ors artists, lecturers or singers, nor to persons 
employed strictly as personal or domestic 
servants.’ ' 

„I tifere is any question at all, it is or 
whether a coachman is ‘a persofal or do- 
mestic servant,’ aud it may be dismissed as 
unworthy of serious Giscussion in acts where

: Ptro, Meseued and Locked Up-—The 


Captain Saye There Was Nothing to 
Indicate That the Man Had Been In- 
fared. he 


The relatives of James Kinealy, the young 
man who was found asleep ina burning box 
car, at the foot of Nontgomery street, early 
last Thursday morning, and who died at bis 
Dome, 1941 Warren street, Saturday night, 
are very bitter aga the police, inasmuch 
as they claim the authorities at the Fourth 
District Police Station to be the indirect 
cause of Kinealy’s death. 

„ Barly in the morning of Oct. 11 Private 
Watchman Keating of the Wabash Raliroad 
Giscovered a freight car standing on the 
track at the foot of Montgomery street to be 
on re. He immediately turned in an alarm 
and then going tothe car he found Kinealy 
lying on the floor inside asleep. It was with 
great aimiculty he aroused bim 
ana dragged him to * place 
of safety. He was then arrested by the po- 


lice and taken to the Fourth District Station, 
where he was locied up on a charge of tres- 


pass. 
The relatives of the deceased now claim 
that his death was due to injuries sustained 
inhaling smoke while in the Durning car 
and that his condition when arrested was 
such as to demand immediate medical atten- 
tion, but that instead of being taken to a 
physician he was locked up at the station 
and Kept there all day, until? bailed out late 
in the er This statement is also cor- 
roborated by Dr. A. A. llesske, 1504 St. Louis 
avenue, who attended Kinealy on his arrival 
home after Deing bailed out. 
KINEALY’S BROTHER SEEN. + 
The story, es told by Kdward Kinealy, a 
brother of the deceased, is about 
as foliows: rue frst 1 knew of 
my brother’s arrest was about 9 o'clock 


Thersday erening when a liceman 
came to the house and told me that James 
Was locked up at the statian and had re- 

uested me to bail him out. This Lat once 

id. When I got tothe station I found my 
brother in a pitiable condition. He was 
doubled up on the floor of the cell, cough- 
ing incessantly, and appeared to breathe 
. with great dificuity. As soon as I bailed 
him out we started for home, but although 
it was only a distance of about ten blocks my 
brotber was so weak and exhausted that he 
was compelled to stop and rest three times 
on the way. When we arrived home 
John sank down on the floor 
and lat once gota physician who gave Jim 
eome medicine. We then put bim to bed. 
We, as well as the doctor, thougnt he would 
recover. He complained a good dealofa 
pain in histhrost, and the simell of smoke 
was , noticeabie avout him 
ali the time. e thought he was getting 
along all right until about 9 o’clock Saturday 
efrening, when he grew worse and aa hour 
later he died. His treatment by the police 
was shameful. The poor fellow was about 
dead when arrested. 

When asked if he could account fof nis 
brother's presence ia the box-car, Edward 
Kinealy replied that he could not.

THE DOCTOR'S OPINION. 

When questioned as to what in his opinion 
was the cause ofr Kinealy’s 
death, Dr. Henske sald that 
the man had died from a 


swelling in the throat, which, extending to 
the windpipe, had caused suffocation. He 
attributed the cause of the trouble to the in- 
haling of smoke and exposure. I was 
called to attend Kinealy about 10 o’clock 
Thursday night. lexamined him thoroughly 
and found him suffering a good deal with his 
throat and experiencing diMeulty in breath - 
ing. His face was slightly burned and his 
eyebrows singed. 

‘‘as he had an excellent constitution, I 
thought he would pull through all right and 
his death was very unexpected. It was most 
outra us for the policeto keep that man 
lock up all Gay without medical attend- 
ance, as his condition demanded the imme- 
diate care ot a pbhysicias.’’ 

CAPT. KIELY’S VERSION. 

When asked to give his side of the story, 
Capt. Kiely ofthe Fourth District spoke as 
follows: ‘‘Kinealy was arrested early 
Thursday morning, it being first suspected 
that he might have caused tke fire in 
the car. That idea was sovn abandoned, 
however, and a charge of trespassing was 

ferred against him. ‘The story about his 
ing injared by the smoke or bis condition 
demanding medical attendance when 
brought to the station is all nonsense, 
The only thing that appeared to be 
the matter with bim was that he was half 
drunk. I don’t believe intaiking against the 
dead, dat when stch charges are made I 
have to defend myself.

FRENCH-EVERSOLE FEUD.

It Breaks @ut Amen aud Twe Hillings 
Mave Gccurred. 


Bre Store Gar, Va., Oct. 17.—The Fresch- 
Eversole feud has started afresh in Perry 
Couaty, Ky. Bob May, an ex-member of the 
the Kentucky Legislature and one of the 
principals of the Eversole side, is here trom 
Hazard, the seat of the county and of the 
war. Judge Combs, the father-in-law of the 
dead Eversole leader, is dead. The leader of 


the French faction, whose name was Frazer, 
Fulton French and two others of his faction 
have been arrested for his murderand more 
trouble is ex ted. 

Judge Combs was 70 years old and lived in 
Hazard. Early on Suaday morning two 
weeks ago he stepped across the street 
where young Cush Eversole and two others 
were talking. A rifie cracked from the corna- 
eld just over the fence and the bullet struck 
the old man in his breast and he fell. Cush 
Eversole wheeled and saw a man witha 
Dlackened face sprisgupand dash through 
the cornfield. He says the man was Joe 
Adkins. At the same time some 
other Frenches began firing and 
shouting from another direction to 
divert attention from Adkins. Young 
Cush, with several others, rags across a littie 
spur and hid themselves inaravine. Other 
men with blackened faces soon appeared, 
who, the Eversoles said,were Adkins, Frazer 
and Jesse Field. As they climbed over a 
pank Will Martin, a boy in the Eversole 
crowd, fired and killed Frazer. The other 
two men escaped, but were captured later 
with Fulton French in Breatultt County. 
Adkins is sald to have eseaped, but French 
and Fields are beld. They are 
trying to get the Counjsy Judge to come to 
the Breathitt line and try them, as they are 
afraid to goto Hazard. Only last night they 
received an anonsymocs letter saying that 
they would be shot the moment they pat foot 
across the county line. 

Judge Combs died ina few hours. He had 
never taken part in the feud, though he was 
a man of wealth aud insympathy with the 
Eversolies and kad always tried to get the 
Frenches to trial. It was this influence 
that was feared. Adkins isa noted desper- 


0. 

More than thirty men have been killed in 
this feud in the last half dozen years. It 
began with the killing of the head of the 
Confederate Gamourilis,a@ strong Breathitt 
County family. Soon the Gambriils killed 
the Eversole leader and desultory fighting 
went on after the war anti! Then Ful 
ton Freneh came from Virginia to Hazard 
and taught school and read law with Joe 
Eversole, the leader of the Eversole faction. 
The Eversoles were the est and strongest 
family in the country, and they always had 
a store in Hazard, which was the Kepublican 
headquarters. 

Frede rented this store from Joe Ever- 
sole fora year and opened witn his clerk 
Bob May. French and May disagreed, an 
hiay opened just across the street and made 
his store the Democratic headquarters of 
the town, Wes French's year was up, 
Eversole sent him word that he must move. 
French refused for some reason, and on the 
day the lease expirea Eversole drove into 
town with twenty Wagons of goods, moved 
French into the street and opened the store 
the next morning himeelf. t started the 
war. The Gambdrilis took sides with the 
Frenches against their old foes and May and 
Eversole, though political enemies, Judge 
their forces and tn time there were hun- 
dred men on each side. Sheriffs, igwyers 
and judges have been with the Eversoles. 
French ig sald to have hired many of his 
fighters. Many nave left Hazard for fear of 
assassination. 

Furtuer grave trouble is feared in the im- 
mediate future, as the men on both sides are 
out gunniag for their enemies.

TO PUT DOWN CRIME. 


Objects of a New Secret Order in Illinois 
and Other States. 


HILLSBORO, III., Oct. 17.—Whet have here- 
tofore been known as the anti-horse-thief 
detective societies are going out of existence 
as individual societies and in their stead are 
rapidly deing formed arganizatiens having 
in view the same purposes; but instead of 
each organization acting as a society exclu- 
sively in the interests of its own members 
and their property, they act in conjunction 
with each other aud are known as 
subordinate lodge No. ——, each society hav- 


ing a number of its own, the same as do the 
various fraternal secret orders. This order 
of things is apparently the outcome ofa 
meeting recentiy held in Springfield, at 
which were representatives of the new or- 
ization from lodges in five different 
tates. The new order is charterea by the 
State in which it may exist, and, according 
to a member of the Morrisonville Lodge, 
to which a number of the best citizens of this 
county belong, the members may act as a 
body offensive or defensive against crimi- 
nals of all classes. It has a number of special 
constables elected from itsranks who are 
vested with the right to make arrests the 
same as any Constable under the laws of the 
State, and the constables can deputize any 
or all of the members to act in concert with 
themselves. 

The Morrisonville organisation, now sub- 
ordinate Lodge No. 110, was first organized 
as a detective society in 1871, and was one of 
the firstinthe country. Many violators of 
law have been brought to justice and its 
members take a just pride in asserting that 
never yet has a herse thief escaped when they 
went after him. 

The new lodges will not only take pains to 
look out for horse thipves, but will take 
cognizasce of all other classes of criminal 
cases, and word from a lodge in an adjoining 
State is law to the members in this State, if 
the word relates to the capture or the getting 
of evidence toconvict acriminal. The sup- 

ression of all Kinds of crime would seem to 

the watehvord ot the new order. The 
meetings are secret, none but members be- 
lag admitted. 
hen the hunt for a thief begins each 
member is given his route totake and work 
to be performed, and is presumed to stick to 
his task until the allotted route is traveled or 
he is called home by his superior. The men 
who belong to these orders are not all farm- 
ers, many of them being Officers of the law 
elected Dy the Ople and others business 
and professional men of the country, cities 
and viliages. They are prompt to act, and 
their consultations, like those of the mem- 
Ders of a Vigilance committee, are held 
ameng themselves exclusively. 

The membership of the order in this State 
alone reaches into the thousands, yet so 
quietly is their work performed, particularily 
in the matter of ferreting out minor crimes, 
that the existence of such lodges is scarcely 
known, and many men belong to them and 
are officers of the law, with full power to 
make atrests, Of whose membership and au- 
thority the public know nothing. All of them 
are the better class of citizens, for the reason 
that any individual of questionable charac- 
ter can BO more get into the order than he 
can into the Ralls of the fraternal secret so- 
clety having the most stringent rules. 

« Texas and Oklahoma have nh given de- 
crees for the organization ofjsud-orders, and 
itis expected that ere long every country 
community inevery Western State will have 
an organization, when it is claimed that no 
criminal will be able to make a move, who is 
suspected of doing so, withan intention of 
violating law either in inis aative locality or 
a foreign one. 

Iwo of these organizations exist withia 
easy distance of Hillsboro—one the Morrison- 
Ville Society, fifteen miles north, the other 
the Donnelison society, ten miles south. The 
tor mer is the second largest in ihe state, and 
in the years of their organization no horse- 
thief has ever escaped from either of them.
